England Found Changed 

GRADUATE LECTURES 



Gordon Nelles Is Speaker 
Before Members of Interna 
tional Relations Club 



The current w sr has oauscti a 
long st<'p to be taken in the his- 
tor>- I'*!" the ?tatu« of l^ritish 
domiinonj, changing the consti- 
tutional jwsition of the domin- 
iimf toward lùigland. in tlic o]i- 
inion of Gordon Nelles, McGill 
graduate and authority on for- 
eign and imperial affaiif, who 
spoke before the International 
Relations Club Friday on ''The 
"War and Canada's Foreign and 
Imperial Relations.'' 

Mr. Nelles prefaced his remarks 
with the belief that discussions of 
this nature should be held whether 
or not there was war and cited the 
fact that the London Times was 
dailj- filled with conjecturing let- 
ters on war aims. 

Prjor to the war, according to 
the speaker, there had been much 
disagreement as to the amoun! of 
independence possessed by the dO' 
minions. Some had believed, he 
said, that the . Statute of Westmin- 
ster had permitted Canada to re- 
tain neutrality in a war engaged in 
by England. Others had opposed 
this. But in the present war, Mr. 
Nell«« said, Canada had entered in- 
dependei>tl}- and had for a week, 
before Parliament acted, been re- 
garded as at peace by both the 
United States and Germany. 
Statute ef Weatmiaater FulfUIed 

When Canada "decides its own 
foreign policy." Mr. Nelles held, it 
was merely fulfi^ing the provisions 
of ihe Statute of Wesmnnsier. Au- 
thorities iiad pointed out, the speak- 
er said, that during the past fifty 
years, the British Empire had been 
progressing to the position of an 
alliance of nauonE. 

Whether Canada's interests are 
identical with ibose of England or 
can compete with them in wartime 
was a matter of disagreement, ac- 
cording 'to Mr. Nelles. But in the 
economic realm, he said, Canada 
competed with England in South 
America and in the United States. 
He cited as an example the occa- 
sion, subsequent to the adoption of 
imperial trade preferenoec, when 
England signed a treaty with the 
United States which resulted in the 
Canadian farmers' loss of their six- 
cent preference in the British mar- 
ket. 

Canadians Lacked Leadership. 

In the past, Mr. Nelles declared, 
there had been little real leader- 
ship 'oy Canadian governments in 
foreign affairs, thus causing the 
public to take England's leadership 
for granted. Establishment of a 
Canadian legation in Washington, 
he asserted, had incurred comment 
that Canada was acting like "a 
little boy running before he ccn 
walk." However, he added, the 
British Embassy had been delighted 
by this development. 

As to the defence of Canada, Mr. 
fs'cUes warned that if in the future 
little was done in this direction, an 
emergency might occasion aid by 
the United Slates, which would not 
be iorthcoming for nothing.

ARTS DEBATES 
DEATHPENALTY 

Abolition ol Capital PuDisli- 
leot Is Ijplield 

Fourth Debate in Series of 
Arts Debating Society 
Held Friday. . 

■ "M is the-re»ponsibility of society 
to regenerate, not to crucify, the 
life of a criminal", stated Max 
Popovitch who, with Jack Riddle, 
successfully upheld the affirmative 
of the resolution "That Capital 
Punishment Should Be Abolished." 
This was the fourth in a series of 
debates which is being sponsored by 
the Arts Debating Society to obtain 
the best speakers of each class. 

The speakers for the affirmative 
maintained that all Christian prin- 
ciples were being violated in de- 
stroying the criminal who is often 
a victim of detrimental environ- 
ment. It was pointed out that, of the 
180 crimes which were formerly 
punishable by death in England, 
only murder and high treason were 
retained in more recent days as 
exacting the supreme penally. 
Parole Leaves Loophole 

Riddle stated that most penal au- 
thorities, including Warden Lawes 
of Sing Sing, are in favour of abol- 
ishing capital punishment which" is 
a throwback to medisval times In 
its barbarity. In the six stalefl which 
have discarded if, there has been no 
noticeable change In (he Incidence 
of murder, • , ' 

Bram Baitlle and Lawrence God- 
dard, speakers for the negative, 
stated that under a system which 
allowed paroles, the destruction of 
the murderer was a necessary safe- 
guard. 

They attributed lynching Io the 
fear of people that the criminals 
might evade punitliment. They also 
believed that inttdnlaneous death in 
the lethal chambei' or by ntlier 
means was more humane than a 
bleak life imprisonmenl. 

Mr. Eugene Forsey, the adjudi- 
cator, judged Max Popovitch as Ihe 
best speaker on Ihe basis of pre- 
sentation of matter and form. He 
stressed lhal clear enunciation and 
extemporaneous speech were im- 
portant adjuncts to public speaking, 
A. L. Griffith, secretary of |ho Arls 
Debating Society ac|ed as chair- 
man,

to $1.000.

Thi.'î orKanizatton which in peace 
llrnr liiis responded to world-wide 
iillcviatiori" of suffering in cases of 
disaster, now takes on the added 



burden of war hospitalization as 
v/ell as such functions as tracing 
the v/hereabouts of combatants who 
have been lost. Part of the funds 
will >e used for the building of a 
hospital for supplies to be used in 
the next eight months. 

The Red Cross Society has units 
in every part of t'ne v/orld. It treats 
combatants on the bnttlcfieid re- 
gardless of nationality. The fund.? 
collected in Canada wUl be used 
insofar as possible for Canadian 
soldiers. , 

In the last war much equipment 
was purchased through public con- 
tribution thus enabling Canadian 
doctors to carry on at highest ef- 
ficiency. Efjuipment included hos- 
pital field units, ambulances and 
clothing for soldiers. In this latter 
class clothes were made at home. 
R.V.C, students are at present 
actively engaged in this work. 

Among other important functions 
of the Society is the organization 
of recreational activities of the 
soldiers.

Toronto, November 19.— 
(C.U.P.) — Professor Ralph 
Flfînley of the University of 
Toronto History Department de- • 
dared here on Friday that thé 
Nazi state has challenged the 
whole post war political situa-^ 
tion and threatened civilization 
itself. Dr. Flenley was deliver- 
ing the first in a .«eries of lec- 
tures sponsored by the Univer- 
sity to clarify the war back- 
ground for the students. 

Commenting on Toynbee's state-' 
ment that the main motive of civil- 
ization is the interplay of ciial- 
lenge and response, Professor Flea- 
ley said "Nazi Germany proyicièS'- " 
the challenge, and we must provfidE^:. 
the response." Just aa th« finit .> 
world war was larger than any 
previous war, so was the task of 
creating peace relatively hardèt . 
than in the past, stated the speaikec;. 
The problem of settlement was tbd. > 
greatest in the opinion of Profesgor'-^ 
Flenley: "Central Europe betwesa 
Germany and Russia was an area; 
containmg a mixture of raeeij peo- 
ples, tongues, and religions, aai 
held one of the most serous terri- 
torial problems evs ottered be ■ 
said. 

Tracing the development of cen- 
tral Europe Professor Flenley show- 
ed how- 'stabint^ broke down witii 
the spread of Nationalism, leadinf - 
to the development of minorities in.

A measure of co-operation came 
with the Little Entente- which gave ■ 
a form of stability to the Dauubian 
basin for twenty years but proved 
unable to withstand its neighbouzx. 
Sees Leagne As Advance. 

Speaking of the League of Na- 
tions, Professor Flenley said that 
it represented a definite advance, 
in hiunan hist»y and seemed full 
of value to the future. Its suc- 
cess, however, 'depended on the 
membership and co-operation of 
large as well as, small states and the 
willingness to surrender a part ot 
nationality. Nations were not readjt 
to cooperate to this extent and the 
league wis unable to meet the chal-- 
lenges of the thirties. 

The first decade after the. war 
Dr. Flenley said, pointed to a hope- 
ful condition but he emphasized: 
that; the pacts, of !^*iis period pro- 
vided for no means of enforcement 
and were easily evaded by unde- 
clared war. After 1930, with the 
economic depression, came the: 
change, in situation which spread: 
through the world and was dosoijf- 
allied with the development of ajt^ 
gression.

Three "firstii" marked voflerday » conceit 
by ihe Montrai Orchestra, tl^e .second in the 
current season's série». Anothér symphony of 
the ttaj-dn "Salomon Set" was addèd to the 
Ôrch*stra'8 repertoire when U»e Symphony in 
B fist, No. 12 o{ the series. rec«ive*i It.s initial 
local performance. It made a spirited entry, 
in keepins with its mood Of jolll.v. and set the 
concert off to a happy start. That has been 
Ha5-dnf preprogattve for wMl oWr a century 
anvl a haU. 

The Symphony in B flat is characterized by 
a^eedom and flexibllil>- of stjle that is a part 
of Hajvln's maturcr phase. Observe for ex- 
ample the Mirmct whidi commences in the 
old dance form but soon takes a broader, fix?cr 
path of it* own. There is mtich ornamentation 
in the second movement suggestive of Italian 
stjle. The orchestration is full and abounds 
with wittj- touches— syncoiMtions, unexpected 
crashes and genial dialogues between solo 
irroups. Dean Clarke lent a lisht hand to the 
interpretation and the work is one which wc 
shall be happy to hear again. 

Orrea PerncI, while not new to Montreal, 
made her first appearance with the Orchestra 
; yesterday, playing the solo iv»rl in the Elgar 
Violin Concerto which was also a newcomer 
to these concerts. Miss Pemel is a violinist 
of great resource and musical sensibility, with, 
it seems a special facilit>' and effectiveness in 
works of English composers. Her playing in 
the Elgar concerto met all the demands of this 
work, which has taken its place in recent years 
among the great conccrli for violin. It the com- 
position appears somewhat lengthy, especially 
in the second movement, there are present 
qualities which more than compensate. There 
is a warm-hearted sincerity and a touch of 
poignancy deep-rooted in the w*riting, which 
established it among the great examples of its 
i genre. There is a magnificent use of full or- 
chestra almost throughout, producing a feeling 
I of largeness and power. If there appear to be 
j excessively sustained climaxes we must accept 
j them as a Edwardian 'vintage, and if some 
I touches, notably the pizzicato tremolo of the 
last movement, miss their mark, these incidents 
are lost in the genuineness and bigness of the 
whole structure. 

Clear-cut precision characterized Miss Per- 
nd's playing. There was never an over-idul- 
gence of the . sentimental potentialities of the 
muaic. The attack was certain and precise 
with no compromise to the music's technical 
demands. Interpretation was here in complete 
alliance with the spirit of the music— an indis- 
pensable factor in any great musical success. 
The Orchestra, with a great deal to do, did it 
with great effectiveness. 

Wagner's birthday present to his wife Cosiraa, 
his "Siegfried Idyll" and "Finlandia" of Sibe- 
lius, received fine performances under Dean 
Clarke's baton, in the second half of the concert. 

The third concert of this season by the 
Orchestra will be given on Stmday afternoon, 
December 3rd, when Yves Tinayre, distinguish- 
ed French singer will be heard in works of 
Gluck and several French Seventeenth century 
Noels.

Also worthy of mention were per- 
formances of Ivan Petroff as Valentin, Sidney 
Raynor as Faust, and especially so, the dancing 
by the opera ballet in the second act. Jiow- 
ever, the ice under-fool cooled one's ardor 
as well as one's (aforesaid) feet.

The showing was 
well attended, but not as well as the character 
of the performance deiicrved. Good companies 
like this should be a^le to receive far better 
support in such a city, over a million strong, 
than they do.

In 
splto of minor flaw.s such as a German U-Boat 
officer with a decidedly British accent, a shot 
of a modern bombing plane high above the

Conrad Vcidl as the tJ-Boat commander 
carries the brunt of the action on his capable 
shoulders. He, as Captain Hardt, is landed on 
the coast of England on one of the Orkney Is- 
lands near Scapa Flow In order to make con- 
tact with a schoolmistress who is supposedly 
a German agent. With the aid of a renegade 
British naval officer they work out a plan to 
sink the greater part of the Grand Fleet by a 
U-Boat trap. However, after setting the plan 
into effect, Veldt or Hardt learns that the 
"agent" and the naval officer arc In reality 
British counter-espionage agents and that his 
trap has boomeranged. However, evading cap- 
ture he boards a passenger boat, disguised^ as • 
clergj'man, and with the aid of some captured 
German lailors, who are being transported to 
a prison camp, he seizes the boat and attempts 
to head off the U-Boats before they enter the 
trap. But on the way the boat is torpedoed 
by his own submarine and we preaume that the 
British trap worked. 

The added attraction "THE FIVE LITTLE 
PEPPERS" it best classified as a Z picture. 
The only saving grace is the performance of 
a little three-year-old girUwhose antics help in 
kcepinf one awake.

The procès» begins with a sutpcn- 
sliiii of pulp in water, the pulp 
hiiviiiR been obtained from various 
Mift-wiMid ti-po.'!.

The mix- 
ture is allowed to flow out upon 
n wire screen, where part of the 
water is filtered oft and the con- 
centration Is raised to 18 per cent, 
fibre. The next step Is comprcs- 
.sion of the semi-mass by steel rolls 
where the concentration of pulp is 
stepped up to 33 per cent. Finally 
the remaining water Is evaporated 
off to give the paper as we know 
il. Many different forms of paper 
can be prepared from the same 
original pulp without the addition 
of any chemicals, only by altering 
the physical conditions, such as 
filtralion and compression. 

Dr. Campbell emphasized the 
point that the final product de- 
pended entirely upon physical con- 
ditions such as the distribution of 
the pulp fibres upon the screen lo 
avoid clotting which is frequently 
observed in cheap papers, and the 
compression where, somehow, no 
one knows, a gloss almost as high 
as that on cellophane may be put 
on the paper. Since the entire pro-, 
cess moves through the machinery 
at a speed of about 1,000 ft. per 
minute, il is almost impossible to 
investigate the behavior of the in- 
vidual particles under altering 
conditions.

Finally, Or. Campbell described 
the growing importance of the opti- 
cal proi>crties of the finished pro- 
duct: how much light the paper 
would reflect, how opaque the pa- 
per -is, elc. Measurements have 
been made in this field with re- 
sulting Improvements in the optical 
pmperlies of paper used for read- 
ing, etc. In conclusion, the speak- 
er pointed out the tremendous scope 
of exploration open lo the physicist 
in this field and expressed the hope 
that more research would be done 
in the future. A short discussion 
followed and Dr. Key», who presid- 
ed, lhankcd Dr. Campbell on be- 
half of the Society.
